Inaction on the part of the city coun- 
cil has brought matters to such a pass 
that the Provincial Government is threat- 


ening to expropriate the city’s telephone | 


system. That is what is meant by the 
amendments which are being made to the 
statutory authority of the public utilities 
commission; and that is why they are be- 
ing made. Months ago the Government 
offered to buy the plant; and in the alter- 
native proposed that a board of arbitra- 
tors be named to valuate the system and 
fix a price. Last year’s council stalled, 
and the present council has followed 
suit. Knowing that it was dealing with a 
superior authority, and that expropriation 
might follow a yefusal to negotiate, coun- 
cil did not negotiate. Now it may have to 
go before & commission created by the 
Government, instead of before a board of 
arbitrators on which the city would be 
represented. 

Weeks ago the Calgary Power Co. 
made an offer to supply the city with elec- 
tric energy. Council did not welcome the 
offer, and made that plain. The proposal 
was submitted to Superintendent Cun- 
ningham for investigation, and—so far as 
the public know—his report has not yet 
been made. No attempt has been made to 
jet offers from other parties. On the cen- 
_rary, the attitude of council has been 
hostile to the idea of dealing with a pri- 
vate corporation at all. There has been 
no encouragement whatever given to rival 
power companies to make bids, because 
the inference from council's position was 
that these would get scant if any consider- 
ation, Like the telephone situation, the

In these two matters of outstand- 
ing importance council is fast convincing 
the public that it is incapable of business-

investment cannot supply them. 

That being the case, it is difficult to 
see the advisability or the purpose of the 
resolution passed by the legislature last 
Friday, which in effect demands that the 
Dominion Government shall grant no 
more coal leases in Alberta, no more gas 
leases, and no more water power leases, 
until some indefinite time when the Pro- 
vincial authorities shall have finally made 
up their minds whether or not they want 
to embark on a public-owned power pro- 
ject. If that resolution is heeded at Ot- 
tawa, it means that a halt is to be called 
officially in the further development of 
coal resources, gas resources, water pow- 
ers, and perhaps also in oil resources, for 
some uncertain period. 

In view of the Premier's Statement, 
why thus demand a suspension of private 
investment in these enterprises? Al! that 
would seem to be required in the cireum- 
stances is that the legislature should lay 
down such statutory restrictions as ex- 
perience here and elsewhere has shown to 
be necessary to prevent the development 


f a power trust which would or could ex- | 


loit the public unfairly in the matter of 
rice, cr deal unfairly in the matter of ser- 
vice. Private investors should then 
be told to go ahead and bring these re- 
sources into use as rapidly as they think 
this can be economically done.

What is the “personal equation” 
Iiterally and as the term 1s ordinerily 
used, and why “equation? Our text 
doesn't tell us and our teacher doesn't

The term goes back a hundred years 
and arose in the astronomical obser- 
vatory. Before electrica] connections 
were in use, the 
astronomer ob- 
served a transit-— 
that is, the cross- 
ing of a star or 
planet across the 
wire stretched 
across the objec- 
tive cf the tele- 
scope—by listen- 
ing to the tick of 
a clock and estl- 
mating at what 
fraction of @ sec- 
ond two ticks the 
actual transit occurred. This was 
called the eye and ear method 
The astronomer Bessell noted that 
| no two persons recorded the time at 
| precisely the same time. The differ- 
ence was allowed for in the calcula- 
tion, and thus, since astronomers deal 
}in mathematical equation, the indi- 
| vidual variation was called the “per- 
| sonal equation.” 
| It means that we differ In quigk- 
ness of observation and movement as 
we do in everything else, But in this 
the differences are so small that only 
in exact calculations would it be of 
moment. It is reported that before 
this was known, an astronomer dis- 
missed his assistant because the latter 
recorded a transist half{-a-second later 
than his own record 


With that as a start, “personal 
equation" was used to refer to all

| There was a prejudice in favor of re- 
garding the better looking as more in- 
telligent, How much greater would 
be the personal equation if women

Children Receive Toxoid 


Treatment 

A warning of the necessity of giv- 
ing children toxoid inoculation against 
| diphtheria has been issued by Dr, ‘7 
H, Whitelaw, city medical health of! 
ficer, at the request of the Board of | 
Health 

Dr, Whitelaw stated that there have 
been very few cases of diphtheria this 
season and all cases werg of children 
who had not had toxoid treatment 
He states that it can be reasonably 
assumed that the comparative freedom 


from this disease has been to the cam- 
paign instituted by the health depart- | 
ment last year 

However, he states that as a result 
of the non-prevalence of diphtheria, 
there 1s a growing lack on interest in 
the securing of toxoid treatment for 
children of pre-school age, Dr, White- 
law urges that this treatment be re- 
sorted to without delay, The treat- 
ment can be obtained from the fam- 
ily physician to whom the material 
will be supplied by the health depurt- 
ment or free of charge at the health 
department office any day except 
Saturday from nine a.m. to five p.m.

WEF danger of shipwreck, as 
T you know, is one that has al 
ways to be faced by those who 

But the cas 


tialties at sea would be much heavier 
than they are if it were not for the 


travel across the seas 


brave men who man our lifeboats 

Often are called out in the 
middle of dark stormy nights to the 
scene of a wreck in order to save the 
lives of those on the doomed ship 

The lifeboat of today is equipped 
as well as a boat for ite 
dangerous work; but in olden times 
brave men had to do their work of 
lifesaving in roughly fashioned 
boats quite unsuitable for the seas 
thoy had to face. Yet they never 
failed to do their duty and to go out 
in the heaviest gale to help those 
whose lives were in danger. 

A lifeboat is an open boat with & 
very heavy iron keel and fitted with 
two large air chambers, one at the 
stem and one at the stern, These, 
together with the heavy keel, help 
to insure that the boat will float 
upright in the heaviest sea by mak 
ing her “self-righting;” that is to 
say, should she upset she will right 
herself immediately There is a 
double bottom to every lifeboat, the 
part between the floor and outer 
edge of the boat being filled with 
cork. 

Lifeboats are 
and oars, and 
steam 

At the lifeboat station are kept all 
sorts of lifesaving devices in the 
way of life belts, lines, ete, which 
are taken out in the boat. At every 
coastguard station also there ts A 
rocket apparatus, which is used 
from the shore when the ship is near 
enough to the land for the apparatus 
to be effective. 

The rocket, which has a light line 
attached to it, is fired from its stand 
to the wreck, carrying the line with 
it. This the sailors seize, and with 
its help haul in a haweer from the 
shore, making it fast to the mast, 
the other end being attached to the 
shore. Along this those on shore 
send a traveling buoy on a pulley. 
This runs quite smoothly on the 
stout rope, and with its help the peo 
ple on the wreck are taken off one 
by one 

A lifebuoy fs a round belt made of 
cork covered with canvas. Some 
lifebuoys are fitted with flares, 
which light automatically when the 
buoy is sent into the water, in or
